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CHAPTER 52.

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT IN RELA-
TION TO THE PRINTING AND DISTRIBUTION- OF LAWS
AND DOCUMENTS/'

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1, Section twenty-six (20) of chapter seven (7)
of the General Statutes of one thousand eight hundred and
seventy-four (1874), is hereby amended by substituting the
word "four" instead of "five,'1 in the thirty-third (33d)
line of said section, with reference to the report of the Super-
intendent of Public Instruction.

SEC. 2. Section twenty-nine (29) of chapter seven (7) is
hereby amended to read as follows :

Sec. 29. There shall be four hundred (400) copies of each
journal and an appendix printed ; there shall be eight thou-
sand (8,000) copies of the general laws and joint resolutions
printed in one (1) volume, and two thousand (2,000) copies
of the special laws in another volume.

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage.

CHAPTER, 53.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION'ONE (]) OF CHAPTER EIGHTY-
EIGHT (SS) OF THE GENERAL LAWS OF ONE THOUSAND
EIGHT HUNDRED AND SKVENTY-FOUR, ENTITLED "AN
ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE EMPLOYMENT OF STENO-
GRAPHIC OR SHORT HAND REPORTERS IN THE DISTRICT
COURTS AND COURTS OF COMMON PLEAS IN CERTAIN
DISTRICT COURTS IN THIS STATE."

Be it enabled by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one (l) of chapter eighty-eight
(88) of the General Laws of the year one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-four (1874), be and the same is hereby
amended so as to read as follows :

Sec. 1. Each of the judges of the district court and of the
courts of common pleas in this State, is hereby authorized,
in his discretion, to employ and appoint a competent short-
